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‘PARLIAMENTARY. 

Ottawa, June 19.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon N, F. Davin 
moved for a return for all orders-in- 
council respecting the letting of con- 
tracts without tender passed since the 
general election. 

The minister of public works point- 
ed out the facts in regard to the spe- 
cific cases mentioned by Mr. Davin in 
connection with the department of 
public works. While speaking of the 
dredging contracts he said the work 
done by the government itself was 
better and cheaper than contract 


work. During an incidental refer- 
ence to the difficulties and worries of 
the office, Mr. Tarte said he proposed 
discussing the question as a fair one 
for debate and one beyond party con- 
siderations, especially as the state of 
his health was such that if there was 
not an improvement, he might not be 
able to long remain in his present 
powition. Having dealt with all the 
specific. cases, Mr. Tarte spoke upon 
the general system of calling for 
tenders, and on the whole seemed to 
show-a.preference for day labor. He 
had come to the conclusion that in 
the matter of contracts by tender, 
ministers should be allowed more lati- 
tude than at present. He said that 
in England tenders were not asked 
for from the public, but from parties 
known to be competent and experienc- 
ed. After a few speeches the debate 
was adjourned. 


Mr. Flint asked the government to 
fix a date for the discussion of his 
proposed resolution authorizing the 
enforcement of legislation prohibiting 
the liquor traffic in a province vot- 
ing therefor. The premier promised 
to fix the date as soon as the debate 
on the redistribution bill was con- 
cluded. 


The question of the defeat of the 
Douglas bili respecting the grain 
trade came up in the house on the 
21st on remarks made by Mr. Davin, 
West Assiniboia, respecting the news- 
paper attacks on the minister of the 
interior. 

Mr. Sifton, in reply, made his posi- 
tion perfectly clear. He had support- 
ed the second reading of the bill for 
the purpose of getting it before a 
committee for proper consideration. 
He was strongly in favor of the pro- 
visions contained in the bill for the 
regulation and inspection of eleva- 
tors. As to the provisions for encour- 
aging the construction of flat ware- 
houses as opposed to the standard ele- 
vators, he was not strongly in favor 
of it but was prepared to consider it 
if a case were made out before the com- 
mittee. The facts brought before 
the committee did not, in his judg- 
ment, show that the encouragement 
of flat warehouses was desirable and 
he accordingly decided, as did his col- 
league, Mr. Fisher, to oppose that 
feature of the bill while supporting the 
main provisions of the bill which pro- 
vided for » system of inspection and 
the regulation of elevators. 


Mr. Sifton stated that his absence 
from the committee was purely acci- 
dental and not due in any way toa 
desire to avoid going on record upon 
the bill. Had he been present in the 
committee he would have voted with 
the majority. 

Mr. Blair explained that the govern- 
ment was anxious to see a telegraph 
line to Dawson and when approached 
by the Northern company in October 
he did not hesitate to give them the 
countenance he did. However, he told 
them that the project must be taken 
up in a prompt business-like way. No- 
thing more was heard of the Northern 
company until after the government 
had decided in March to build a- line 
to Dawson itself. From October to 
March neither the Northern company 
nor the Dawson and Victoria company 
had intimated they were ready to 
proceed with the work. Letters writ- 
ten by him to Mr. Roche were confi- 
dential and written at that gentle- 
man’s request. By publishing them in 
the London press to suit his own pur- 
poses, Mr. Roche proved he was no 
gentleman. Mr. Roche himself had 
since admitted that he should not have 
published a letter. The company had 
no reason to complain of their treat- 
ment. 


_ The annual report of the minister of 
justice was presented to parliament 
to-day. The average daily prison popu- 
lation for the past year was 1,415, 
as against 1,353 for the previous year. 
There were 53 pardons as against 56 
in 1897, and 8 deaths as against 16 
in the previous year. Escaped prison- 
ers were 2, compared with 7 in 1897:

ON TO EDMONTGH. 


Mr. Mann, of Messrs. Mackenzie, 
Mann & Co., bas handed the follcwing 
statement to the Montreal Herald. It 
contains ali the information he will 
give regarding the firm’s railway -pro- 
jects in Manitoba and the North- 
west : 

“ Under our charter we have power 
to build from Port Arthur to Prince 
Albert via Winnipeg, and we are ask- 
ing parliament for powers to extend 
our line to Edmonton, following the 
valley of the Saskatchewan river. 
We will have about 300 miles of this 
railway completed north of Winnipeg 
this season, and we intend to build 
this line on to Edmonton at the rate 
of about 100 miles a year, or as fast 
as the country settles up. 

“We will build about 150 miles of 
the line between Winnipeg and Port 
Arthur this season. 

“T do not think that we will be 
able to finish the line between Port 
Arthur and Winnipeg next year. We 
have no plans at present for a trans- 
continental line. Our railway pro- 
gramme for the present will be confin- 
ed to the above lines namely, from 
Port Arthur to Edmonton, a distance 
of 1,300 or 1,400 miles, 

“A thousand miles of this distance 
is a wheat growing country, as we do 
not run through the dry belt that the 
other transcontinental lines pass 
through, thus giving us a wheat grow- 
ing country over the entire distance 
crossing the prairies.” 


SENZCA ROOT. 


This article is used in this country 
and Europe very extensively. There 
is but a small quantity of southern 
root produced. The large crop is in 
the Northwest. It is dug principally 
in NorthernMinnesota and the north- 
ern part of North Da«cota, also in 
Manitoba. In Manitoba the prin- 
cipal section is commencing, say, about 
at Emerson, and running in a north- 
westerly direction to Edmonton. The 
way to handle it after digging, is te 
wash it clean, remove the tops, and 
thoroughly dry it. The Indians and 
half-breeds dig a great deal as well as 
the white people. At the present 
time there are a few large lots of old 
root held by speculators at high 


| prices. some of it two and three years 


old. These speculators do not want 
to sell except at high prices because 
including the interest, storage and 
shrinkage, it costs them high. Other 
dealers have none with which to 
supply their trade, except the new 
root they are receiving. It is worth, 
laid down in Minneapolis, 2l}c for 
the poor root, up to 224¢ for the best 
root. This uets nearly 20c at the 
farthest points of digging, and more 
than this at the nearer points where 
the freight is less. If there should be 
any change in price either way, prices 
will go higher, because it rarely ever 
sells for any length of time at less 
than the preseut prices. As there is 
a cash market for this root at all 
times and an unlimited demand, what- 
ever money it sells for brings that 
much more money into the country 
that otherwise would not be received 
Dig all you can early in the season to 
help supply the demand. The prin- 
cipal markets for this root are Minne: 
apolis, Minn., and Winnipeg, Mani- 
toba, and from there it is distributed 
all over the world. The general 
storekeepers generally handle it in 
the interior places.

PRIZE GRAIN EXHIBITS. 


The department of agriculture of 
the Northwest government has been 
requested by the commissioners for 
the International exhibition at Paris in 
1900, to procure samples of the various 
grains produced in the Northwest 
Territories in connection with the 
Canadian exhibit on that occasion, and 
it has, therefore, decided to adopt the 
following plan. Three prizes will be 
offered by the government at each of 
the forthcoming fall shows, $3 for the 
best half. bushel of wheat, $2 for the 
best half bushel of oats, and $2 for 
the best half bushel of barley open 
only to grain raised during the season

DELIGHTED DELEGATES. 


The Alexandria Citizen, of Alexan- 
dria, Minn , contains a long letter from 
J. A. McKay and Andrew Shields, 
being a report, of their recent trip 
through the onton district as im- 
migration dé@egates. They say: We 
went 40 miles northwest of Edmonton, 
and we must say we travelled over 
more good farming land than we ever 
saw in one part of North America, 

The soil, for grain raising and stock 
raising, is the best we ever saw, and 
no part of the American continent can 
compare with it for vegetables and root 
crops. We travelled 116 miles, and 
called upon the farmers, msking in- 
quiries of them, the amount of grain 
raised, the privet received for such. the 
prices paid for farm machinery, the 
cost of wood, coal, hay, horses cattle, 
etc. 

We found many who had been there 
from 2 to 8 years, and all were well 
satisfied, and contented with the 
change they had made. One farmer 
last season raised 21,000 bushels of 
wheat and oats, none less than several 
thousand. We have the addresses of 
orer 50 farmers in Alberta, and any 
Doubting Thomases who wish can Te- 
ceire these addresses, and write them 
if they wish. During the year 1898, 
over 920 homestead entries were made 
st Edmonton and Red Deer points 
alone. 


SWIFT CURRENT PLACER GOLD, 


L. P. Neal returned to Edmonton 
Friday from Swift Current creek, a 
tributary of the Fraser, having come 
by pack train to Donald, and thence 
by train. Mr. Neal was one of a 
party of three Edmonton men who left 
here last fall by pack train for the 
Jasper pass and beyond. His partners 
were Jackson and Mclaughlin and 
the former ic was who sent out the 
first word -of the rich strike which he 
claimed they had made on Swift 
Current creek. 

As to the actual value of the strike 
and the richness of the prospects, Mr. 
Neal confirms the later reports receiv- 
ed. Their party found good prospects 
at rim rock, but in sinking a shaft 
foun@ no further eolors. They were 
down 31f{t. without reaching bed rock 
when the high water of the spring 
drove them out and prevented further 
operations. The sinking of the shaft 
was very difficult. on account of the 
ground containing boulders and other 
obstructions which had to be blasted 
out. Eight others besides the Neal 
party wintezed on Swift Current. 
Their names are: C. P. Price, J. W. 
Evans, F. Hailiday, A. Morin, J. Long- 
tin, T. Plunkett, F. M. Owen, and 
Fulton. All of the parties assisted in 
sinking the shaft, having a common 
interest in finding out what was at 
bed-rock. When driven out by the 
water Neal, Jackson and McLaughlin 
started for Donald for supplies. The 
last two remained at Golden. They 
were 12 days actually travelling. On 
the way they met four outfits going in, 
fourteen men in all. “The best time 
of the year, in fact the only time to 
prospect that country,” Mr. Neal states, 
“is in September and October when 
the rivers are low and the snow has 
melted from the mountains as much as 
it ever melts and before the trost sets 
in. The mica, for icstance, lies so 
high that it is almost in the belt of 
perpetual snow. It is from 2,000 to 
3,000 feet above the valley of the river. 
The claims owned by John M. Smith, 
of Kamloops, the only ones on which 
any development work bas been done, 
are from 2,000 to 2,500 feet above the 
valley of the McLeod and in order to 
get to their mica they had to shovel 
snow out of their cut on the 15th of 
August. 

“Of quarts in place we saw none, 
the specimens we did see being merely 
floats.” 

“The prospects in that country are 

Having heard so much of it I 
thought it had been prospected years 
ago. Such does not appear to be the 
case, especially on the upper Fraser. 
There are no signs of the country hav- 
ing been prospected before.” 

“There are places on Swift Current 
where bed rock would be more easily 
reathed than where we worked. A 
little below us is a falls and here the 
bed rock crops out. Just below there 
again Haliday, Morin and Longtin, 
of Golden, have their claims. They 
went out to Golden for supplies and 
we met them on the way in again. 
They will start work when the water 
lowers, about the Ist of September, 
and expect to reach bed rock at about 
10 feet. Once that is reached the 
value of the creek will be proven.”
